Ah, my 
boys, there were many heroes in 
Russia then. Women fought side by 
side with men; yes, fought to the 
death. 


@ ” Butin an army of brave men 
and women more numerous than the 
stars in the sky, the bravest of all 
was a boy. a little boy, a boy of ten 
years old. His name was Sergei. 
They called him Gei for short. 


@ “He loved his country and 
feared neither man nor beast nor 
Nazi. There was nothing about his 
face to distinguish him from ten 
thousand other boys of ten years 
old. Gei was an average little boy. 
Yet hear what he did.” 


@ And so the tale will be told 
much as J heard it from a Russian 
sailor. Strong and vivid the story 
came out in hard, pungent sentences. 
I could see the man’s black eyes 
snap and flash as he talked.

EVERAL Naval patrol vessels 
D have received assistance in 
various forms by men of the life- 
boat service, but one of many 
thrilling incidents between ihe 
two services which will never be 
forgotten by the Royal Navy took 
place in the rocky seas beneath 
the rugged cliffs near Whitby, 

A minesweeper was unfortunate 
enough to be caught in a swell 
and, before she could recover, the 
trawler was aground, her bow not 
a hundred feet from the cliffs, 
and heavy seas lashing over her. 


Rocks And 
Depth Charges 


The skipper looked worried. He 
was surrounded by rocks and it 
seemed impossible to think about 
saving his ship. To make matters 
worse, depth-charges were ready 
on the stern and quarter for 
dropping. It would be tough for 
any craft to try to rescue the 
men aboard the minesweeper— 
then to be blown sky-high by the 
trawler’s depth-charges! 

On the cliff-tops above a coast- 
guard kept his searchlight fixed 
on the trawler—and right *lad 
everyone aboard her was that they 
had at least run aground beneath 
a coastguard station! 

“Feeling” nis way through the 
rocks, and using skill and judg- 
ment that only a man with a life- 
time’s experience of this section 
of the coast could have acquired, 
Jim Murfield, coxswain of the 
Whitby lifeboat, was attempting 
a rescue few men would have 
risked even on a sunny day in a 
calm sea! 


With great daring Murfield .20k

His quick wits saved him—and 
within a few seconds his craft was 
again alongside the trawler, her 
crew aboard the lifeboat expecting 
at any second the depth charges 
to go hurtling over the side and, 
with a roar, send them to eternity. 

But at that moment Jim Mur- 
field was more interested in saving 
the last three men aboard her. 

Once more he “positioned” 
his craft. Again he gave the order 
“Jump! "—and the three sailors} 
didn't need any second asking!

But whatever 1942 may bring 
us, one thing is certain—it is 
destined to go down in history 
as the most epoch-making 
year since man began to tread 
the face of the primeval 
earth.

He 
referred to an edifice which had 
as its corner-stone a world- 
dominant Germany, with the en- 
slaved nations working. toiling, 
suffering that their Nazi overlords 
might live in luxury and ease. 

He made his people great 
promises—promises which blinded 
them with speedy prizes. rich, 
glittering, fantastic Europe lay 
at his feet. His mailed fist hung 
like a mighty threat over hundreds 
of millions of conquered people. 

And he promised, long before the 
end of 1941, the final overthrow of 
Britain and the British Empire.

HE folly of his vain- 
T ziorious tongue plunged 
him deeper and deeper 
treacherous waters of 
prophecy.

RUE, the entry of Japan 

into the war has given the 

Nazis a certain respite. 
But it is not the respite Hitler 
had hoped for. In the winters of 
1939 and 1940 his troops were rest- 
ing. Many of them went back to 
industrial plants and factories to 
build up reserves of tanks, guns 
and planes for campaigns already 
planned. 

This winter the story is differ- 
ent. The Germans, denied respite 
by the Russian offensive, are not 
only fighting to stave off what 
may seem to them the beginning 
of the end—they are losing equip- 
ment and material at a rate 
probably in excess of production. 

Berlin refers to the spring 
offensive after the Nazi armies 
have spent the winter on a stabil- 
ised line of defence. 

They have yet to form and hold 
that line. Perhaps they never 
will. M. Maisky, Soviet Ambas- 
sador to London, a man whose 
vision has time and again proved 
true, has painted a vivid picture 
of the plight of the retreating 
Nazis. And he declared: 

“The road to victory is still 
long and hard, but on the thresh- 
old of 1942 a new hope springs 
up—the hope that the time is 
near when Hitlerite Germany is 
in ruins.”

UT, in view of Mr. 

Churchill's addresses to 

the Parliaments of U.S.A. 
and Canada, M. Maisky’s hopes 
must be tempered with the warn- 
ing of our grand leader that 
1942 on the whole must be a year 
of preparation for the final and 
decisive assault on the Axis in 
the following year.

For, in those lands where the 
swastika casts its evil shadow 
staining the goodness of the 
earth, is great and yet untapped 
capital for the Allied cause. 

To them Mr. Churchill assigns 
the second vital task in the vic- 
tory plan.
